Stakes , ''d Setler were 
not near tha place In which the explo­ 
sion occurred and upon tbe arrival of 
a rescue party they

brought to the surface, after being 
nearly overcome by after damp. They 
could give no information as to what 
had,caused the Are and told the res­ 
cue party thst four other men were 
entombed. 
About 7 o’clock Superin­

this district; Dennis Wortley. pit boss 
of tha mine; Michael Roy, foreman 
of the Enclld mines, and several other 
bosses, with about 20 men. went down 
shaft No. 1, which is just opposite

About three hours after the rescue 
party had been in the mine two more 
explosiona were heard. Meantime the 
crowd around the opening of the shaft 
had increased, the crowd
